Southern Negroes 
Politically Impotent

While prospects of summer ghetto violence pre- 
occupy the nation, a civic crisis confronting Negroes 
in the rural south goes virtually unnoticed.

White supremacists warned 
in 196 of a black wave 
engulfing southern polling 
booths. Some civil rights 
Jeaders hailed a new political 
ay for Negroes in Dixie. 

The 
numerical, psychological and 
economic reasons behind 
those misjudgments were 
illustrated by recent elections 
in Sunflower County, Missis- 
sippi. 

Sunflower County is where 
Sen.

county is in the heart of the 
Delta, where plantation 
owners eam a quarter of a 
billion dollars a year off the 
heavily subsidized cotton crop.

The United States is forcing 
its young men to enter military 
service, and now there's talk 
of forcing them to enter 
academic service.

“We would then have a way 
of giving to the young genera- 
tion the recognition it fully 
deserves — &s a new genera- 
tion with a new kind of social 
energy and a commitment to 
the creation of a new society. 


It would inject new life into a 
(school) system that has 
become mechanical and 
static.” 


If we're to judge from the 
writings of people like Paul 
Goodman and Edgar Z. Fried- 
enberg, the American schools 
could stand a massive dose of 
“new life.” From my own 
observation, the Gahadian 
schools could stand it, too, 

But should young graduates 
be compelled to go _ into 
teaching? Why aren't they 
doing it voluntarily? What's 
the real reason for the 
shortage of teachers? 


Money Counts 


One obvious reason is 
money. However.good a class- 
room. teacher may be, how- 
ever devoted to his subject 
and to his students, he’s never 
going to make very much; in 
fact, he'll often make less 
than a bad teacher — or a 
bad bricklayer, come to that. 

There should be some way, 
in teaching as in law ‘or 
medicine, whereby an out- 
standing man or woman is 
outstandingly remunerated. 

But I don't think money is 
all or even most of the story. 
Frustration has much more to 
do with it. The schools, as Dr. 
Taylor says, are “mechanical 
and static.” They bind the

What seems to me worst of 
all, what I myself would find 
quite intolerable, is the so- 
called “discipline probem.” 


Bored Students 


This appears to be worse 
in the high school classrooms 
than in those of the publie 
schools, There are bored 
students who show their bore- 
dom, hostile students who 
express their hostility, stu- 
dents who wittingly or unwit- 
tingly drive their teacher up 
the wall. 

Why are they there? They 
don’t want to learn, and they 
aren't learning. They should 
be some place else, learning 
something they really want to 
learn, or perhaps out working. 

I would guess that in every 
classroom of every high 
school there are a handful 
(sometimes more than a 
handful) of students who 
aren't learning anything 
themselves and are prevent- 
ing other people from learning 
anything. They're dogs in the 
manger and the teacher 
should have the power to put 
them out. 

Throughout history (and it's 
still the case in many parts of 
the world) the function of the 
teacher has been to teach 
what he knows to people who 
genuinely want to learn it; 
furthermore, to teach in his 
own particular style. 

The way things are in most 
of the schools, he can't do this, 
he can’t attain the dignity and 
freedom that should go with 
teaching; and if we really 
want more and better 
teachers, maybe that’s the 
point where we have to begin,

OTTAWA (CP)}—Dominion Steel and Coal Corp. has 
asked for more than $5,500,000 in return for selling Its money- 
losing col mines to the federal government, Energy Minister 
Pepin disclosee in the Commons Monday night. 

He indzcated the government considers this figure inflated 
and said lorg negotiations ended inconclusively before the 
gevernmont introduced its legislation to take over the Cape 
Breton niines. 

‘The bill empowers the proposed Cape Breton Develop- 
mert Corp to purchase the Dosco mimes by agreement or by 
arbitration, or to expropriate them by paging “fair market 
walee.” 

. Mir. Pepin hopes the issue will be settled as quickly as 
possihie, bet said the detailed inventory of Dosco's coal- 
mining assets will be a “colossal job.” 

If negotiations failed, an arbitration board would be set 
up.
